A certain Rabbi noviex, orig- 
inally a Jewish lawyer ot St. 
Petersburg and a promoter of 
Jewish emigration to Palestine, 
has started a new movement in 
Russia for tbe conversion ot bis 
co-religionist* to a modified form 
of Christianity. The Russian 
Government views this forma- 
tion of Jewish Christian commu- 
nities with pleasure, and the 
celebrated Hebraic scholar, Del- 
itzsch, has also pronounced in its 
favor. 

The Congregational chrtrch of 
the Pilgrimage, Plymouth, Mass., 
it claimed to be identical, in all 
respect*, witb tbe chnrcb ot 
Scrooby, England, which was 
founded as early as 1602, and is 
by this claim the first and oldest 
church in the United States. 
The total estimate number of 
members of thit church from its 
organization ia 2,122. The 
present membership it 860, which 
it larger than at any period of 
itt history. 


ot mem be rt, 6,727; total amount 
of salaries paid, 189,909 16 ; to 
tal amount of contributions, in- 
cluding seniiuary endowment, 
964,851,76 ; contributions per 
capita, 89.50. 

In the city of Damascus, which 
contains a population of 200,000, 
a missionary re porta "that in 
many of tbe Mobumedan houses 
groups of men are gathered to 
read and study the Bible, and 
while engaged in diecuesion, the 
inmates of the harem had gath- 
ered about the windows and lis- 
tened, and seemed much interest- 
ed." 

It was reported last week, that 
copies of the Revised Old Testa- 
ment had been put on tbe mar- 
ket in this, country and in Eng- 
land simultaneously. Ministers 
and others called at the leading 
bookstores in New York, bot 
were told that none but tbe old- 
fashioned Old Testaments were i 
on hand. At tbe American Tract 
Society's offlce, it was taid that 
copies of the revised edition 
might arrive from England any 
day, but were not expected be- 
fore April 1. 

Tbe success of German Prot- 
estant work in Palestine baa 
aroused the Catholics ; and these 
are now putting forth systematic 
effort* in this direction. A Ger- 
man Catholic PeJeetinic society 
hat been organized for work in 
the interest ot this Catholic 
Church in the Holy Land. A 
hospice is to be erected in Jeru 
salem, in connection with a 
church, school and hospital. The 
object is to nuasionise among the 
natives.

Nearly all the Esquimaux of 
Greenland are adherents of the 
Lutheran faith, having been 
couverted through the mission 
ary enterprise of the Danish 
church. They have neat little 
churches, where they ho^d re- 
ligious services mwry Sunday. 
To all appearances they are a 
happy and contented people. 
The Moravians also have been 
miseionizing in this little eea- 
bouud world for about a hun- 
dred and fifty years, and have 
recently lost their leading mis 
tionary there, Paster Broad beck, 
who has labored very successful- 
ly on tbe eastern coast of the Is- 
land. From Greenland the Mor- 
avians are also trying to extend 
their labors to Alaska. 

Over -M),0O0,OO0 Russian peas 
aula, assembled in all the chur- 
ches of the empire, to offer 
thanksgiving to God tor ibeir 
liberation from earldom. On 
March 8, or Feb. 19 0. S,, 1861. 
the late Czar, in his famous 
ukase, used these words : "Cross 
yourselves, orthodox people, and 
ask God's blessing tor a new 
life." And on that day a new 
era was inaugurated in Ruaaia. 
Chattels became freemen. On 
the anniversary ot this day tile 
freed serfs ot Russia voluntarily 
abstain from work and dedicate 
the day to thanksgiving and 
prayers. Iu the last year ot hia 
reign the Czar liberator ordered, 
and the Holy Synod sanctioned 
the decree, that henceforth the 
llrtb day of February (March 8) 
should be observed throughout 
Russia as a legal and Cburon 
holiday. In Russia they h*ve 
about two score church holidays, 
and about a doaen Cxar't holi- 
days, bat this is tb* only holiday 
of tb* 


March 2nd. was the seventy - 
tiflli anniversary .»r the birth ot 
Pope Leo xm. The Pope in re 
plying in the congratulations of 
the College of Cerdinals, ex- 
pressed deep regret tor tb* pres- 
ent position of Papacy, which, 
he said was in the hand* of tbe 
despoiler ; neither lie nor bis mk 
cessors could ever accept this 
state of affairs. 

The Prrsbylrrian oalte attention 
to a way ot paying a pastor, 
which is in use in the Presbyte- 
rian Chnrcb in Palmyra, Mis 
tonri : «Ou the first d;iy of ea'-h 
mouth tbe pastor draws hit 
check upon the bank lor hit 
monthly salary in advance ; and 
the banker always honors the 
check, and charges it up to the 
deacous, who are personally re- 
sponsible tor tbe salary, so I hat 
no delay or default ia payment of 
the subscriptions can affect I be 
pastor, 

The reign ot anarchy iu Zulu 
laud has made sad bavoc with 
the mission work in that uidiapny 
land. Revolution baa followed 
upon revolution, until now a 
sort of republic has bee>> estab- 
lished that has some promise ot 
a permanent existent. The 
Hermaushurg Society has been 
laboring tor decades with con- 
siderable success amon.r these 
gilted people, and the unsettled 
state of affairs was used by t'le 
enemies of the mission -work to 
destroy the harvest or year*. Not 
only was missionary Schroeder 
mos* cruelly murdered, but 
eleven stations were burned and 
destroyed, while themifimonaries 
and the converts were compelled 
to rlee. Many ol the native 
Christiana were a-lso murdered. 
The exiled missionaries are wait- 
ing for a favorable opportunity 
to return to their posts of duty.
